Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's removal of the limitation "electromagnetic wave" as a modifier of "shield" is a new issue as it 
broadens the term to include shields with different functions other than acting as an "electromagnetic wave shield" and requires further 
consideration and search. Additionally, the limitation "and to have overlaid contact of the shield coating between front and back surfaces 
of the fastener tape" (lines 3-4) is a new issue requiring further search and consideration as is the use of the term "coating" (line 2). 
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
